for the project. 

District Judge T. Bailey Lee dls- 
mlised In the morning the clty'i 
suit agala^t Mr. and Mre. Victor 
W. Nelson, Twin Falls, becaufe both 
aides had already settled the mat- 
ter and wished dismissal. The prop- 
erty was sold for M.7S0 without the 
water right. This sum consisted of 
(75 an acre plus JI.TSO for damages 
lo the defendants' remaining pro- 
perty because ot the severance from 
the land of the 80 acres.

City Attorney J. H. Blandford, 
who represented Twin Falls, said a 
compact total ot 180 acres Is now 
owned by the city for the prcpoaed 
airport.

True, we have a temporary monopoly of 
atomic weapons, but the rocket is free game 
Britain already is at work on a large national 
center for aeronautical research. The last 
time Americans wore pcmltteil to see Rus- 
sia's research In.Uallatlons in 1138 plan- 
ning was "on a much larger scale" than ours ' 
according to n spokesman of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics It 1- 
unlikely that Russia has been standing still. 

Thus the International armament race 
continues. If only In Ihe laboratory stace 
today Meanwhile the nations talk of peace 
even though they delay appolntlnft members 
10 tne international body for controlling the 
use of atomic energy. Meanwhile the Amerl 
can government searches the country's caves 
where factories and workers may be safely 
hidden In cose of war. 

The actuality and threatened Imminence

Ittle effect on the minds of men whose duty 
Itls to prevent the occurrance of such a war 
The Big Four foreign ministers .stil! wrangle 
over bases, territories and trusteeship., which 
While not made meaningless by new weapons, 
are at least greatly reduced in Importance 

Britain may fpel that the British lives .■;nc- 
rtflccd to drive the enemy out of Africa give 
her a Just claim to Italian territory there 
Russia may feel the same way about ea.'itern 
Germany, and the United States may have 
the aame feeling about tho former Jap-held 
Islands In the Pacific. 

But do these terrltorle.. now linvc onougl 
military importance to Justify the tension 
which their disposition has created? Another 
war might well be fought from the heart of 
opposing homelands wllli projectiles that 
circle the globe at perhapslo times the speed 
of sound. ' 

The soldiers who died to liberate these dis- 
pute^! lands would be better honored by an 
agreement to turn them over to United Na- 
tions trusteeship. The .United States has pro 
posed thl.^ in the case of Italy's African col 
onlea. but old ways of thinking have thus far 
prevailed. Now realism as well as Justice 
would seem to make It worth while to press 
more earnestly for such a solution. In Africa 
and elsewhere. 

It might develop, of course, that Britain 
and Russia want outlying bases primarily for 
political rather than military reasons. Amer- 
ican efforts to put them under UN authority 
might be rebuffed. Just as Byrnes' proposal 
for a disarmed Germany has been rebuffed 
and for the same apparent cause. 

In that case, this country would at least 
bo on record as having led the way toward 
a reasonable solution, and aa conforming 
with the obvious intent of the United Nation? 
Charter. Such a position might, In the end, 
turn out to be more than a consolation prize.
